Insects as Promoters of Socialism. 

.A few months ago a genttefnan.44Jnl1uenr.e in public life who is 
a fruit grower, who would feel much insillleil if accu-sed of being a 
Socialist, apjicarcd before the legislature of his state to present a peti¬ 
tion to have the state take up the matter of ridding the orchards of 
.|^n Jose scale and other jiests tliat were threatening the entire fruit 
industry. Hi* chief and only argument was that it was a matter that 
the state alone in its collective capacity cmild handle. He showed that 
it made no difference how much e.xpense and lalior one man would ptit 
upon his orcltards and vineyards to destroy these enemies so long as 
his neighbor was allownl to keep a few infcstcil trees standing that he 
cared nothing almut: that the negligent and careless farmer and fruit 
grower was a constant menace to the fruit,industry of the entire state. 

Ill this contention he was<ccrtainly right, htit he overlooked some 
very inquirtant truths, .“state lines are imaginary lines, and scale in- 
^is, fungiius diseases, and parasites of all kinds have no regard for 
imaginary lines, and so, if even hi.- slate were to take up the matter as 
he desired, ami the states liordcring it were not to do so. with tfi* 
country now so densely populated that even the fartper class can call 
from one residence to another, there would be very little gainerl. He 
must remember that the San Jose scale was not known in the L’niteil 
Stales until 1R70. when it appeared in Califontia, and twentv-three 
years later, in jt had spreail to the Atlantic Coast, and is now 

threatening the fruit industry in every part of the country. So this 
little in.sect. and all of its kind, these oliji-cts of nature following luiture's 
laws, these friends (Shall I call them friends or emenies?) of man. do 
not give rise to state questions, but to national questions; do not drive 
the human family toward individualism of the tvi>e that is past, but 
toward Socialism, that Ls inevitable; do not incite men to fight and 
consume each other, hut to coiqicrale. to combine against the conunon 
evil and exterminate it.

He forgets that this would require an investment inqinssible for one 
having just ti few trees for his own use; that those having these few 
trees would he la*ed by the slate for this service, and insjiection which 
would lUftslly lieiiefit the grower on a large scale; that the great ma¬ 
jority of fanners ik* not now use as inucli. fruit as they should liecause 
it luis liecome almost impossible t*) grow it without expensive machinery 
of all kinfis; and that the cfTect of all such legislation is to stilt further 
concentrate such an industry into fewer hands, which liecionies more 
and more delrinienlal to the common good under capitalism, while at 
the same limf making for Socialism, when the same situation will be 
of the highest lienefit to all. because fruit will then be grown in 
abundance for use, rather than for profit to a few indiviiluaU. 

Socialism and the Laws oi Health. 

I have referred briefly to the relation of .society as a whole to the 
la\v5 of health. No one may any longer ileny that in this particular 
society is a unit. The recognition of this imity brands every one 
to that extent, at le.ast; as a Sftcialist. However much one may advo¬
